AG cites no evidence 
of Trump collusion

pecial counsel Robert 
Mueller did not find 
evidence that Presi- 
dent Donald Trump’s 
campaign “conspired 
or coordinated” with Russia to 
influence the 2016 presidential 
election but reached no conclu- 
sion on whether Trump ob- 
structed justice, Attorney Gen- 


eral William Barr declared Sun- 
day. That brought a hearty 
claim of vindication from 
Trump but set the stage for new 
rounds of political and legal 
fighting. 

Trump cheered the outcome 
but also laid bare his resentment 
after two years of investigations 
that have shadowed his admin- 
istration. “It’s a shame that our 
country has had to go through 
this. To be honest, it’s a shame 
that your president has had to 
go through this,” he said. 

Democrats pointed out that 


Mueller found evidence for and 
against obstruction and de- 
manded to see his full report. 
They insisted that even the 
summary by the president’s at- 
torney general hardly put him in 
the clear. 

Mueller’s conclusions, sum- 
marized by Barr in a four-page 
letter to Congress, represented 
a victory for Trump on a key 
question that has hung over his 
presidency from the start: Did 
his campaign work with Russia 
to defeat Democrat Hillary

A big cloud lifts over President Trump, but at a cost

WASHINGTON» The cloud that 
has hung over President Donald 
Trump since the day he walked 
into the White House has been 
lifted. 

Yes, special counsel Robert 
Mueller left open the question 
of whether Trump tried to ob- 
struct the investigation. Yes, 
separate federal probes still put 


Trump and his associates in le- 
gal jeopardy. And yes, Demo- 
crats will spend the coming 
months pushing for more de- 
tails from Mueller, all while 
launching new probes into 
Trump’s administration and 
businesses. 

But at its core, Mueller’s in- 
vestigation gave the president 
what he wanted: public affirma- 
tion that he and his campaign 
did not coordinate with Russia 


to win the 2016 election. The 
findings, summarized Sunday 
by the Justice Department, are 
sure to embolden Trump as he 
plunges into his re-election 
campaign, armed now with new 
fodder to claim the investiga- 
tion was little more than a polit- 
ically motivated effort to under- 
mine his presidency. 

Mueller’s investigation 
stretched on for nearly two 
years, enveloping Trump’s 


presidency in a cloud of uncer- 
tainty and sending him into fre- 
quent fits of rage. The scope of 
the probe was sweeping: Muel- 
ler issued more than 2,800 sub- 
poenas, obtained nearly 500 
search warrants and inter- 
viewed 500 witnesses, including 
some of the president’s closest 

advisers.

GOP, Dems battle with 
major proposals involving 
health care, oil and gas

Colorado’s 2019 legislative ses- 
sion has had more than the usual 
amount of drama, with hearings 
filling the building until the wee 
hours, Republicans suing Demo- 
crats and a breakneck pace that 
has seen almost 500 bills intro- 
duced. 

Not even a bomb cyclone could 
slow the state Senate. 

Legislation that’s working its 
way through the General Assem- 
bly would overhaul Colorado’s 
approach to health care, the death 
penalty, the oil and gas industry, 
and pay and benefits for workers. 
Oh, and there’s more legislation 
— and political theater — to come 
on climate change, kindergarten, 
sexual harassment and marijuana. 

At the heart of most of the dra- 
ma is the transfer of power in the 
state Senate. Democrats retook 
control of the statehouse’s upper 
chamber after four years in the 
minority. Lawmakers in both par- 
ties acknowledged last week that 
there have been growing pains as 
both caucuses relearn their roles. 

“I hope there is less game play- 
ing and that we get back to where 
the Democrats and Republicans 
can work together,” said state 
Sen. Nancy Todd, an Aurora 
Democrat, who called the recent
